Hull, superintendent of schools, indicates as much.

Hull's figures indicate
total enrollment for elementary
and high schools this fall will
be about 11,794, When the esti-
mated adult school enrollment
of 1200 is added to this figure,
the total will come to 12,994.

26% Increase

This represents at 25% in-
crease over last year's enroll-
ment figures, The average 1953-

54 high school enrollment stood
at 1212, High school and elem-
entary enrollment was 7598, The
grand total, including the adult
school figure of 1208, amounted
to 9806.

There’ll be 9744 students in
the elementary schools this fall,
as compared with last year's
8925 figure.

Top Enrollment

/blteria elementary school
will lead the way with an anti-
cipated enrollment of 1069 stu-
dents. North Torrance and Tor-
rance elementary schools had
a larger enrollment last year.
These conditions will. be elimin-
ated this year partly with the
completion of Carr and Wood
schools.

About 1500 Kkindergarteners
will enter school for the first
time next fall, Hull estimates.
